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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of species V (Figs. 1 5 & 1 6) which includes claims 2 1 , 
22, 24-26, 28, 37-43, 45, 72-75 and 78 in Paper No. 8 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the 
ground that the embodiment shown in Fig. 66 of species XXIV (24) should be included in the 
elected species V (5) since Fig. 66 differs from the embodimentof Figs. 15 & 16 only in the 
types of the transistors used. This is found persuasive, therefore the embodiment shown in Fig. 
66 is now included in species V (5) as set forth below. The Applicant is required to elect one 
species of the claimed invention for examination.

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
